FALSE CALVES—CURING CORNS. 

The w of false calves is condemned. as 
is also the practice of resorting to corn doc- 
tors for the extirpation of corns.

The 
only instruments needed area pair of small 
steel forceps, and two or three bilunt-pointed 
steel or silver instruments, technically called 
quadrilles.
